OF MAGNIFICENT DISTANCES 


Saturday the Camp was Opened 


With Governor and Entire 


Division Present 


Camp Hemlersou of the National 


Guard began its official existauce at 10 
o'clock 
Saturday 
morning. 
The 


formal opening was made more im- 
pressive than usual by the presence of 
the entire division of the National 
Guards then on the grounds. 


A color sergeant, one of the oldest 


guardsman in theservice, hoisted "Old 
Glory" to the top of the flag pole in 
front of Major General Gobin's tent at 
Division Headquarters. 
As the Mag 


unfurled before the eyes of thousands 
of soldiers and hundreds of spectators, 
the combined bands of over 300 pieces 
played the "Star Spangled Banner.'' 
Two cannon then lired the National 
salute of '21 guns and the ceremony 
concluded with "America," played by 
the bauds. 
Cauip Henderson had 


begun its official lite. 


Beside Major General Gobiu at the 


picturesque opening stood the coui- 
mander-in-chief of the Guard, Gover- 
nor Peunypacker. He had given the 
camp a surprise by beiugjpresent. In- 
stead of coming as scheduled at 10 
o'clock he made the trip in a special 
combination car and engine. Taking 
the switch at the "V" he had gone 
direct to camp. 


Out-lay of Camp 


its more picturesque than any pre- 


ceedingcanap and this is largely due to 
being widely scattered. It is the camp 
of magnificent distances and 
with 


the superb natural beauty of the 
country, the camp seeuis to fit in the 
picture more gracefully. 
To get a 


good idea of the camp one should start 
in. say, at the cavalry camp on 
Chainbersburg 
pike. 
It 
extends 


almost to the toll gate. 


To the north on the third hill lies 


the camp of the regular U. S. cavalry. 
There is something about this camp 
distinguishing it from all others. 
It 


seems nearer the ground, the tents are 
the small khaki doe tents, later giving 
away 
to wigwam tents, and 
all 


through the camp stand the feeding 
horses, all bays, and men scattered 
here and there in the khaki uniform 
and with the mountains and valleys 
beyond it forms a fetching picture. 
Four troups are in this camp, over 400 
men and horses.-

To the south of the pike is the 


cavalry camp of the guards, in which 
is located the Sheridan Troop. Gover- 
nor's Troop, First and Second City 
Troop, and in the field between the 
McPherson barn and Reynolds avenne 
is the artillery. The drill ground for 
the cavalry and artillery « larger than 
ever before and is an ideal location 
stretching from the Chambersburg 
pike on the north to the Fairtield road 
on the south and Reynolds avenue on 
the west. 


Following the avenue the first camp 


in sight is the 8th, 9th and 13th regi- 
ments west of Confederate avenue and 
south of McMillan's Woods. 
Reach- 


ing the Confederate avenue beyond the 
Collis House the whole infantry camp 
breaks into view. In front of the regi- 
ments to the west of the avenue are 
the 4th and 12th regiments, forming 
the 3rd Brigade, with the headquarters 
on Seminarv Ridge, almost in front of 
McMillan's'Woods. I n the stretch be- 
tween the avenue and town lies the 
2nd Brigade, with the 16th regiment 
near town: then in order, 10th, 14th, 
18th 
and 5th regiments, with head- 


quarters in the Tawney field on Wash- 
ington street. 
Away off in the dis- 


tance as one travels the Confederate 
avenue can be seen the white tent* of 
the 1st Brigade, somewhat scattered. 
The 1st regiment in Held along side of 
Dr. Diehl's residence, the 3rd regiment 
east of the Emmitsbtirg road on the 
Trestle farm, now occupied by Jacob 
K. Solt, and the iud aud «th regiments 
west of the Rogers house on Emits- 
burg road, with Brigade Headquarters 
in field in front of Dr. Diehl's house. 
From almost every view east of Con- 
federate avenue the sight runs on to 
Division Headquarters in front of 
Bloody Angle, where float* the Staiss 
and Stripes. 


The Work of Building. 


The credit for the building of Camp 


Henderson along the present excel- 
lent aud picturesque line* belongs in 
first place to Major General Uobin 
wJio went over the ground several 
weeks aco giving his orders. Adju- 
tant-General Thomas J.Stewart has 
had an important part in making ar- 
rangement*, and to Col. Wm. F. Rich- 
ardson and his small army of workers 
belong* special credit for the work of 
the past three or four weeks here do- 
ing the mass of preliminary woik that 
must be done before the camp could 
t* formally opened. 


Notwithstanding the huge amount 


of work of Col. Richardson, his assist- 
ants and workers, the labor of pitch- 
ing the tents for the rank and file was 
not begun until the details arrived for 
that purpose last Tuesday. Wednes- 
day and Thursday. 
As they arrived 


they began their work, ilrst putting 
up brigade headquarters, then the 
regimental officers' line of tents. Then 
the mess tents at the rear of the regi- 
ments. Last to go up was the can- 
vass homes for the rank aud file along 
the compauv streets. In a number of 
instances the details had all the tents 
ready for the regiments as they ar- 
rived while in one or more cases the 
company tents were not pitched until 
the full regiment was ou the ground 
assisting iu the work. 


The full regiments began to arrive 


Friday evening aud train load after 
train load kept coming in all of Fri- 
day uight aud Saturday morning aud 
were nearly all on ground when the 
opening took place. In one case the 
pitching of teuts and morning mess 
was postponed until after the opening 
iu order to allow the regiment to be 
present at-the gathering of the divi- 
sion when the national salute was 
lired. 


Gang 's All Here. 


Friday night the boys in town, iu 


camp and wherever they happened to 
be were playing more literally than 
metaphorically, '-The gang 's all here, 
what the 
do we care." They went 


up aud dowu the streets iu droves, 
they saug and shouted, they were 
jollying the guards aud giving them 
the time of their lives in camp. They 
were spending their money, drinking 
everything iu sight from a soda to a 
high ball aud no matter what it was a 
high ball time of it seemed to be the 
goal. 
It was pretty much of a whole 


night affair. It was'nt the calm be- 
fore the storm, but it was the ball be- 
fore the calm of strict discipline. 
Washington street was a Midway, two 
merry-go-rounds running, side show 
booths. lemonade aud eating booths, 
souvenir stands and everything to get 
the money out of the pockets of guards 
and visitors. 


Camp Routine. 


Saturday saw the routine of camp 


established. 
At 5.30 the reveille is 


sounded aud before the 6 o'clock 
Angel us the sound of baud music floats 
over the town. At 7.15 first sergeants' 
call, at 8.30 company and battalion 
drill, at 10.00 drill recall, at 11.30 
officers' call, at 8.00 o'clock brigade 
and regimental drills, at 6.30 guard 
mount, at sunset retreat and parade, 
tattoo at 9.30 and taps at 10.00 p. in., 
with mess 
at 
6.30 a. in., 
12 


in., and 6.00 a. m. 
It will be 


difficult to go to camp at any time aud 
find nothing doing aud just when the 
greatest amount of sight seeing can be 
witnessed is difficult to .foretell. The 
proposed hike planned by General 
Gobin -haft bad to.~bfr abandon*!,, 
though it is expected that some 
maneuver will be given illustrative 
of some movement in the great battle. 
The inspection began on Tuesday with 
the Second Brigade. On Wednesday 
the First Brigade will be inspected 
and ou Thursday the Third Brigade. 


Review Day. 


So that the inspection will be least 


intsrferred with, Governor Penny- 
packer lias selected Thursday as Re- 
view Day. This will keep the Gover- 
nor in camp the full week. 


Sunday at Camp. 


The biggest Sunday at any National 


Guard Camp at Gettysburg showed up. 
More than ten thousand excursionists 
and visitors came to Gettysburg to 
view the camp and soldiers. '1 he rail- 
roads hauled over eight thousand of 
these visitors. The trains began to 
arrive early in the morning and all 
were here between 1 and 2 o'clock p. 
m. They came iu the sunlight of the 
morning with their Sunday clothes 
on, white gowns reigning supreme and 
they went away in the rain the worst 
looking bedraggled crowd you ever put 
your eyes on. The mass plowed along 
in the rain soaked, dresses of women 
soiled to the knee and held in all kinds 
of grabs and showing all kinds of feet. 
A few had umbrellas aud a few others 
tried to hide under parasols. One pair 
tried to look mad under a white para- 
sol. A green one. a red one aud others , 
were in evidence but the cake belonged 
to the pair carrying the black chiffon 
parasol with lace edging. 


The Western Maryland brought in 


nine trains with a total of seventy- i 
£eveu coaches carrying 3.77^ people, i 
Four of the trains with 4S coaches] 
were from Philadelphia and the other 
', 


excursions were from Hagerstown, j 
Cumberland. York, Baltimore, Kdge-; 
mont. :Shj|i|«eiisburg and other pointw. 


The Philadelphia and Heading Kail- 


way brought a total of 4.">K» passengers , 
in eleven trains, ten excursion trains 
beside the regular train. It required 
one hundred and fourteen coaches to 
bring this crowd. 
The excursions 


were from Carlisle. HarrisJiurg. Xor- 
ristown. Allentowu. Tainaqua and 
Philadelphia. 
Twenty people were 


missed at the Heading, ami a Philadel- 
phia train was called back and held 
fora half hour to pick them up. 


In addition to the trains, the visitors 


came in conveyances and automobiles. 
Why autos seemed to be running up 
and down the streets all day long. 
The crowd got out of town without any- 
more serious accident than the ducking 
of the afternoon. 


Land Office Business. 


That is the only way to describe the 


business of the town along the lines 


that go in camp. The souvenir post 
card out-ranked all others and it is be- 
lived more than 100,000cards were sold 
on Sunday. The Sunday mail wan 
something tremendous, more than 
140,000 single pieces of mail matter be- 
ing gathered and dispatched. It re* 
quired the full force of the office in the 
afternoon and uight to handle this 
business and get it off. 


The milk business is enormous, hun- 


dreds of gallons being disposed of to 
the camp every day. A few hundred 
gallons of ice cream finds its way down 
the throats of the guards each day. 
Ice by the ton journeys to camp. The 
meat men are thronged with orders; 
dressed chickens are no drug ou the 
market. The grocery stores are send- 
ing all kinds of provisions, green vege- 
tables, potatoes, watermelons aud all 
kinds of supplies. The sutler booths 
at the three brigades are handling 
everything from something to eat to 
souvenirs. Suppliescome aud go mar- 
velously fast for it is quite au item to 
feed 10,000 men with what they want 
in addition to regular rations. 


Injured Guard. 


The Second Brigade ou Monday 


marched to Culp's Hill. 
Ou the way 


dowu South street, at corner of Balti- 
more street, a horse became unman- 
ageable and dashed into a company of 
the 14th regiment. Three men were 
knocked down before horse was gotten 
under control. Oue of the lueu struck 
bv the horse aud the one most serious- 
ly wounded was Corporal McAleer. 
At the hospital of 14th regiment 
yesterday he was reported resting 
easily with the best prospects of re- 
covery. 


All kinds of rumors of accidents 


have been circulated but nothing 
serious has so far occurred that we can 
learn. 
A man was sent away to 


Harrisburg hospital on Monday in- 
jured iu some way but not seriously. 


Increased Rural Service. 


The rural free delivery service has 


beeu rearranged iu Adams County to 
become effective August 15, 1906. 


This rearrangement is the result of 


the work of Rural Agent Kaufman, 
who was sent to Adams County for 
the purpose of covering every public 
road with rural free delivery. 
Mr. 


Kaufman spent several months in 
Adams Co. with headquarters at Get- 
tysburg, and as the result of his work 
three new additional routes will be 
started in the county, one each from 
Gettysburg, Xew Oxford and Virginia 
Mills. 


The addition of these three new 


routes will" make a total of forty-eight 
rural free delivery routes in Adams 
X&uin^j&k^gUth this readjustment, 
nearly every public road in" Adams 
County should be traversed.

UNREASONABLE 


Case in Court Will be Determined 


Upon Law and Facts Showing 


Reasonableness. 


The Gettysburg Borough iu the lat- 


ter part of last year sued the Gettys- 
burg Transit Company for the tax ou 
trolley cars of $50 per car under ordi- 
nance fixing such tax aud got judg- 
ment against the Transit Company 
before Justice of the Peace J. L. Hill 
for !?!•>!, tax under ordinance from 
June 1, 1904 to June 1, 1905. Matter 
finally reached Judge Swope, who 
filed an opinion last week holding 
that if the tax was unreasonable the 
Transit company was entitled to re- 
lief. 


The Transit Company had appealed 


from judgment of Justice Hill. The 
borough filed a statement making a 
claim for $50 per year ou three curs 
each aud $1.00 per day on each car 
above three run ou other days, under 
the ordinance aud resolution regulat- 
ing same, the total claim being $151. 
The Transit company filed an affida- 
vit of defense alleging beside certaiu 
legal grounds that the tax was not 
reasonable and considering the ex- 
pense iu regulating aud affording po- 
lice surveillance of the cars was ex- 
cessive aud unreasonable. The Bor- 
ough then moved for judgment for 
want of a sufficient affidavit of de- 
fense. 


A supplementary affidavit was Hied 


later, going more into the details of 
the legal defense aud on the question 
of the reasonableness of the tax sub- 
mitted that in Easton $25 per car was 
taxea as shown bv ordinances of that 
borough, in Altooua $25 per car, like- 
wise in Allentowu. In Catasauqua, 
Fountain Hill, Jeaunette *10 per car 
was taxed and in Irwiu Borough, 
Mauch Chunk So per car, and that 
Gettysburg differed from most other 
places by running cars only six 
mouths.) 


The motion for judgment for want 


of sufficient affidavit of defense was 
argued at March argument court. The 
decision was reserved and was not 
filed until last week, because the Town 
Council had been asked by the Transit 
Company to be given relief from the 
alleged unreasonable tax. The Tran- 
sit ^Company and the petition of 80 
taxpayers of the town recommending 
a reduction of the car tax to $50 a year 
for all cars aud declaring the present 
tax as unreasonable was turned dowu 
at the July meeting of the Town Coun- 
cil. 


Judge Swope then followed with his 


opinion. He says: 


"In this acticu the Borough of Get- 


tysburg seeks to recover from the de- 
fendant company tiie sum of $151, as 
an annual license fee of f-50 on each of 
three cars run by said company aud $1 
for an additional car run for one day. 


"As we remarked on the argument 


of this motion although all questions 
raised by the pleadings may be re- 
solved iu favor of the plaintiff after a 
full hearing of the case, we were uu- 
able to see how we could enter sum- 
mary judgment against the defendant 
for the amount claimed by the plaiu- 
tiff, in the face of the positive allega- 
tion!- of the defendant that this fee 
charged is unreasonable because of 
facts stated. We are still of the name 
opinion aud must therefore discharge 
this rule. 


"This license fee to be legal must be> 


a reasonable one. Whether it ia or 
] not can only be determined by an 
] agreement of facts ou case stated or by 


< the taking of testimony."

an ideal place f,»r an encampment. 
That the city of tents are pitched upon 
locations* that can not lie excelled. 
That 
a 
more magnificent parade 


ground lias not lieen found in the 
State of Pennsyhania. That (Jettys- 
burgteeasily acce^ilile bv railroads for 
the handling of the tlionsuids of 
guards and the enormous freight, and 
the accommodations provided by rail- 
roads, local committee and otlicers in 
charge of arrangement make the en- 
campment 
as near perfect as one 


could be. That the associations sur- 
rounding the guards are of the best, 
appealing alike to their pride us sol- 
diers and to their patriotism, as sur- 
rounded by the memorials to the sol- 
diers who won the great liattle of 18ft?. 
If it is the business of the state to 
make of the guards soldiers of emer- 
gency, then there is no spot in Penn- 
sylvania where the student soldier can 
study military movements better than 
at Gettysburg. With eveiy reason ap- 
pealing for the establishment of a per- 
manent encampment ground on bat- 
tlefield of Gettysburg, Governor Sam- 
uel W. Penuypacker should make the 
encampment* of 1906 memorable by 
having the commission appointed for 
the purpose agree upon Gettysburg as 
the permanent camping ground and 
sign the necessary papers to carry it 
into effect. 


The iirst camp of the National 


Guards was in 1SS4 and was called 
"Camp Gettysburg" and how fitting 
after the place has been tried for more 
than the ageof majority to have it now 
made permanently "Camp 
Gettys- 


burg." Major-General John F. Hart- 
ranft was in command of the guard in 
1884 and encampment took place in 
the first week in August. Division 
headquarters was on Seminary Ridge 
and the cauip was bunched in one big 
city of tents on the ground over which 
Pickett's charge took place. It was 
the only time the tents were massed 
together. 
Robert E. Pattison was 


Governor of Pennsylvania at the time 
and reviewed the guard. The camp 
was made memorable by the visil of 
the distinguished visitor. General Phil 
Sheridan and Secretary of War Robt. 
Lincoln. 
The brigadier-generals of 


the 1884 encampment were Generals 
Geo. R. Snowden. James A. Beaver 
and J. K. Sigfried.

The second 
encampment of the 


guards at Gettysburg was in August, 
1894, and the camp was named after 
that Pennsylvania hero who com- 
manded the Reserves in the Valley of 
Death, General Samuel W. Crawford. 
The commanding officer of the guards 
was Major-General Geo. H. Snowden. 
Robert E. Pattison was again liovernor 
of Pennsylvania and division head- 
quarters was near the point where it 
had been ten years previous on Semi- 
nary Ridge. The commanders of bri- 
gades in 1S94 were Brigadier-Generals 
J. W. Schall, John A. Wiley and J. P. 
8. Gobin, the same brigade otlicers at 
every subsequent encampment until 
this year. The First Brigade in 1894 
was on the McMillan place, north of 
headquarters, the Second Brigade was 
south of headquarters and Third Bri- 
gade was partly west of Seminary 
Ridge and remainder near the Second 
Brigade and close to town. The IT. S. 


ca\alry and artillery were in front of 
Bloody Angle.

The third encampment here was 


named alter the great Penusylvanian 
who won the battle of Gettysburg. 
Major-General George G. Meade. Jt 
came oil' from July 12 to It), 1'JUi'. Ma- 
jor-General Charles J. Miller was in 
command of the guard and his head- 
quarters was at present location, in 
front of the Bloody Angle. The Gov- 
ernor was Win. A. Stone who was the 
guest of honor during the week, re- 
viewing the guard. The arrangement 
of camp was somewhat along the lines 
of the present one but not as perfect, 
lor the officers are a unit in declaring 
the present camp to be the most per- 
fectly arranged of any ever held here 
or elsewhere.

The fourth encampment was from 


July i! to - 
->0. I«u4, and was given a 


name in deference to what was be- 
lieved would be the desires of the Gov- 
ernor, namely. Camp M. S. Quay— 
and Samuel W. Peuuypacker was the 
Governor of the State of Pennsylva- 
nia and spent several days in camp 
and reviewing the guards. Division 
headquarter* of Major-General Chas.

lieves that money Is marked by private 
marks pl.-i<-e<l on the bills with (ten and 
ink. 
rerhaps some employers thus 


ni:-rk the bills they place in the cash 
drawer which is belli;: robbed by a dis- 
honest clerk. Of course 'marked mon- 
ey1 of this kind is frooil evidence In 
court on Hie trial of a man upon whom 
it has been found, but a check mark 
in ink. mless \ery expertly put on, 
mifjht. with the aid of a good lawyer 
for the accused, be shown to have been 
perhaps accidi-nlitl. :md thus would 
the ever sought reasonable doubt of 
the accused's parlicipation in the rob- 
bery be raised. 


"There are several different ways 


of marking money by police expert? 
to ihe end that they may establish its 
positive identity of having previously 
been in their hands before the thief 
extracted it. The way I personally em- 
ploy, and which is pfrhaps the safest 
to secure certainty and conviction, \& 
the 'pin prick method.'

You will 
observe that these diminutive twists 
do not appear In the necks of the two 
figures of

at the bottom of the note. I then pierce 
the note at the extreme ends of the 
scrol's on either side of the word "five," 
which may be seen in the direct center 
of the ir>tc at its lower edge. 


"The marking of the note is now 


complete. It is exhibited to one or two 
persons in the secret for the purposes 
of preliminary examination and iden- 
tilicatbn, and then placed in the money 
drawer, perhaps with several others 
of the same denomination, all exactly 
marked alike with the greatest care. 
The thief may be ou the lookout for 
marked bills, usually ink marks, but 
he is a slick one who will get on to the 
invisible but surely present pin pricks. 
You see. this class of thieving does not 
admit of a crucial examination of the 
money before taking; it is usually done 
very quickly by palming the bills, 
placing them in some preliminary place 
of safety, to be later removed. Tliea 
we count on detection with the bills 01 
the person before the thief has a chance 
to exchange or to spend them. 


"And the pin pricks remain? Indeed 


they do. The money is afterward care- 
fully placed in envelopes and is m« 
promiscuously handled. When they 
arc exhibited in court and their pre- 
liminary preparation explained ur.:!<T 
oath conviction is practically certain."

THE IMMORTAL J, N, DEAD 


HE WAS BORN IN SOUTHERN 
PENNSYLVANIA 78 YEARS AGO. 


1 Pathetic Story of a Lite Well Known 


in Gettysburg Once That Had 


a Dual Existence. 


On Wednesday. June 2~. UKW, the 


news was rlawhed all o\er tlie country 
in a single sentence that J. X. Free, 
know ii all over the country as the 
"Immortal J. X.," had died that day 
at the Toledo Stale Hospital for the 
Insane. He had been an inmate of 
the institution for about two months. 
The story of that life is not to be told 
in a sentence or a paragraph. It is 
the story of two distinct lives with no 
mental connecting link. 


This wonderful hum an being was 


born iu Southern Pennsylvania. HIM 
father was Rev. John Free. In h • 
ministrations the latter went to Chani- 
bersburg, and there, on May ±2, ISiS 


i Jacob Newman Free was oorn. the 
eldest of four sous. The father did not 
Ions remain in Peuusyhauia. Iu 1S41 
he settled at MeCutchetnille. Wyan- 
dotte County. (>. There he and his 
wife lived for a generation. There the 


i Fiee homestead became famous by 
reason of the mental idiosyncrasy of 
the eldest sou, a man of brilliant mind 
iu the tirst life and of extraordinary 
peculiarity m the second life. 


This eldest son had the physique of 


a Roman gladiator, with the grace of 
Prince Charming. To the very end of 
his 78 years he carried himself as 
straight as au arrow aud had the h'rui 
step of boyhood. During many years 
of his lite loti» black hair curled aud 
fell around lib head iu a great aureole. 


A California Argonaut. 


Iu the latter part of the '40's, when 


the California lever was turning the 
thoughts of many across the plains, J. 
X. Free believed that he saw his op- 
portunity in th*- land of gold, aud 
joiued the 
throng of West-bound 


travelers. Arriving in the El Dorado 
country, he became the proprietor of 
a wagon train carrying supplies to the 
mints iu the mountains. 


An evil day overtook him and dis- 


pelled his golden dreams. He started 
up the trail into the mountains with a 
load of .supplies worth §20,000. All 
his fortune was invested iu that load. 
All went well uutil, far up the moun- 
tain, a sudden and furious storm burst. 
He fought death,, in that lonely pass 
foi two days and won the battle when 
a man of less courage would have suc- 
cumbed. Though he saved his life, 
all his worldly goods were lost. His 
:onstitutiou was sadly a fleeted by ex- 
posure aud distress. He no longer 
tiad the heart to try to win a fortune 
in the treacherous country which had 
despoiled mm. 


Free returned to his Ohio home aud 


devoted his brilliant intellect to the 
law. 
He studied hard. He became 


attorney tor the defense iu a murder 
trial. He believed his client to be in- 
nocent, and worked with the energy 
of a giaut to clear him. He went to 
trial showing exhaustive preparation 
and labored at fever heat at every 
point. He pleaded his client's cause 
*o fervently that onlookers, judge aud 
ury. and opposing counsel were all 
leld spell-bound. 


The accused man was acquitted aud 


set free. After receiving the congratu- 
atious of his friends, the lawyer went 
with his client into his private office,

A WOOD SAWING FLY.

C'radlc For Its 1 


It is man-chins how many of the tiny 


creatures in tin.1 insect \vnriil roiiceul 
an<l jtrosfi'vc tln-ir ei•.•;.<.

AiEon;: these last uieutioued arc iu- 


sects ivho liestow jfreat labor in the 
cradle of their yotiuir. The jilace they 
select is a hard part of a leaf or (he 
woody hraiK-h of a tree. Ill this they 
saw out a hole larire e::oui:b to contain 
their e^r^s. v.-hence their name, saw 
flies. For tins purpose they are (iro- 
vJdctl with an ovipositor of peculiar 
construction. It consists of two lout: 
pieces closing like a sheath over a 
third. 


In the tenthredo this third piece con- 


tains two little saws, each of which has 
been compared to the tenon saw used 
by the cabinetmakers. The tenon saw 
is single. I nit that cf the tenturedo is 
double, consisting of two distinct saws. 
The insect in using them throws out 
one saw and while it is returning 
pushes out the other. 


This alternate motion is continued 


until the cut is made, when the two 
saws, receding from each other, con- 
duct the egg between them into its 
place. Not only is the edge of the saw 
notched into teeth, but on every tooth 
a number of smaller teeth appear.
